They were practically powerless, and had 
to wait the arrival of the firemen. En- 
gine 14 was the first to atrive. Hook and 

| Ladder Companies 3 and 7 were close 
| behind. With them came Fire (Chief 
Croker and Deputy Chief Langford. For- 
tunately there was no fire. The firemen, 
armed with axes and picks, hurried to 
the smashed platforms and began the 
work of cutting away the débris. Every 
blow brought forth groans and screams, 

The rumor spread that there were sey- 
eral killed and others dying in the trap 
formed when the two cars telescoped. 
A priest was sent for. Ambulances ar- 
rived from the Bellevue, New York, and 
Flower Hospitals. Five minutes after 
the firemen -arrived the first rescue was 
effected. A woman, moaning piteously, 
was lifted to the platform and then taken 
to an ambulance. A man came next. He 
was pinned under a timber, which had to 
be cut away. The wounded were taken 
out from both sides of the train. Some 
of them were lowered to the express track 
and improvised pillows placed under their 
heads. The ambulance surgeons dressed 
their wounds there. Others were cared 
for before they were lifted out of the cars. 

Investigation showed that but two. per-

This is an exaggeration, but it is said by 
outsiders that they got more than a hun- 
dred away from the company. 

Some of the men won over were taken | 
to Marion Hall, where they were virtually 
made prisoners. A collection was taken 
up to return them to their homes. They 
all said that they had been hired three 
weeks ago on the supposition that they 
were going to werk on a new steam road 
and didn’t know the truth until they were 
on the steamer. 

The motormen who belong to the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers met at 
the Harlem Arcade, where Chief W. L. 
Jencks of Division 105, comprising the 
motormen both of the Subway and clevat- 
ed lines, said that they would make 
common cause with the others and stick 
it out to the end.

We were on a strike. The children were 
cold and hungry. 

“I got a chance to earn a few dollars 
and took it. They found me out and 
fired me from the union.

I 
was a tramp for a while, and then came 
the strike on the Brooklyn surface roads. 
I walked it from Philadelphia. See this 
piece of lead pipe.

POLICE AMPLE, SAYS McADOO. 


Refuses Tender of Militia—3,300 Men 
on Strike Duty. 


Shortly after 11 o’clock last night Po- 
lice Commissioner McAdoo sent the fol- 
dowing order to policemen in all bor- 
oughs: 

“Any attempt at lawlessness or vio- 
lence must be checked at once, even if it 
is necessary to use force and make ar- 
rests. 

“Captains and other officers in dis- 
turbed districts must not hesitate at first 
signs of a breach of the peace to use the 
full force at their command, and, if nec- 
essary, to call upon Headquarters for as- 
sistance. 

“Any failure to secure every citizen in 
his rights and to enforce the law and pre- 
serve the peace will subject the officers 
s0 neglecting their duties to charges and 
prompt trial.” 

By his orders Chief Inspector Cortright 
and Inspector Brooks yesterday tobk 
charge of all police arrangements in con- 
nection with the strike, and will remain 
in charge until the trouble jis settled. 
They will alternate on duty day and 
night at Headquarters. 

There are 3,500 men at their disposal, 
all the Manhattan reserves and about 
one-third of the Brooklyn force having 
been called into the service. 

Less than half the usual number of pa- 
trolmen were on their regular posts yes- 
terday as the result of the strike duty. 
The special force was gathered all along 
the property of the Interborough Com- 
pany, both elevated and Subway divis- 
ions. Two policemen were stationed on 
each elevated and Subway train that 
moved, and from one to four policemen 
were On every elevated and Subway plat- 
form, according to the importance of the 
stations. 

Commissioner McAdoo expressed him- 
self last night as well pleased with the 
police end of the situation. He said he 


had an ample force at his command, and 
that the Inspectors had so arranged mat- 
ters that, in the event of a pioscaned 
strike, the policemen would not have to 
be called on for too protracted tours of 
duty. 

Col, Wingate, e to Major Gen. Roe, 
commanding officer of the National 
Guard, called on Mayor McClellan yester- 
day to ascertain if any aid would be re- 

ulred of the militia. The Mayor re- 
erred Col, Wingate to Commissioner 
McAdoo, who assured Col. Wingate that 
for the present at least the fee were 
well able to handle the situation. 


EXODUS CRIPPLES PITTSBURG. 


Farley Has Hired Up All Extra Men 
from Trolley Lines. 


PITTSBURG, March 7.—The strike on 
the Interborough lines in New York City 
has crippled the Pittsburg Railways Com- 
pany, which controls all the trolley lines 
in Pittsburg. Nearly all the extra men 
and a number of regular motormen have 
been rounded up for work in the Subway 
in New York. ‘ 

A conservative estimate secured to-night 
is that seventy-five men from this county 
have left for New York, thirty getting 
away to-night. 

According to one report the craze to go 
for the Subway jobs was the cause 
of a stabbing, as a result of which a man 
lies near death in a hospital. William 
Kiley, a motorman, and his brother, Mi-

STRIKERS AND POLICE 
CLASH IN HARLEM RIOT 


Crowd Attacks Elevated Motor- 
man—Police Charge Saves Him. 


FIGHT ON 3D AVE. PLATFORM 


Switchman Led Rioters and Was Ar- 
rested—Road Blocked for Hours 
—More Trouble Expected. 


The first act of violence on the part of 
Interborough strikers uptown occurred 
soon after 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
when an intoxicated switchman who de- 
serted his tower led a dozen men in a

records show a loss to the employes of

GROUT FOR FREE FERRIES. 


Would Have City Buy Five Lines to 
Relieve Bridge Crush. 


Controller Grout said yesterday that he | 


| intended to lay before the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund a scheme which he 
believes will do much to help the crush 
conditions at the Brooklyn Bridge, and 
also help solve the difficulty between 
the city and the Union Ferry Company.

; Were one and the same, and intimated 
'that the main purpose of the New York 
| Board of Trade and Transportation in 
| leading the agitation for lower telephone 
| rates was to obtain all the aid it could 
from the books of the New York Tele- 
phone Company for the furtherance of 
the interests of its officers as stockhold- 
ers or Directors of the People's Telephone 
Company. Mr. Milburn appeared as the 
representative of the New York Telephone 
Company. 

Frank S. Gardner, Secretary of the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportation, 
admitted he was also Secretary of the 

People's Telephone Company when it was 

organized. He said, however, that he had 

not had any financial interest in the com- 
pany. It was admitted that ex-Congress- 
man Darwin R. James, ex-President and 
now a Director of the Board of Trade, 
was also one of the chief stockholders of 
the People's Telephone Company. 

Chairman Malby had read a communica- 
tion from the Merchants’ Association of 
| New York, wherein it was said that the 
Merchants’ Association was investigating 
on its own responsibility and wag receiv- 
ing every assistance at the hands of the 
New York Telephone Company, and it 
therefore prayed, in view of the satis- 
factory results thus far obtained, that 
there should not be a legislative investi- 
gation, at least not until its own investi- 
gation had been completed. 

Mr. Gardner flatly declared that if the 
books of the Telephone Company were be- 
ing thrown open to the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation’s investigators, he would concede 
that the Investigation was being con- 
; ducted in good faith, but he did not be- 
lieve the books were thrown open to the 
| investigators, and therefore did not be- 
lieve the work was being done in good 
| faith. 

F. R. De Berard, Chairman of the Tele- 
phone Committee of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, said the books were open to this 
committee. 

Mr. Milburn denied that telephone rates 
had been constantly increased.

In the 
meantime the Mayor has gone right ahead 
with his plans for a lighting plant, and 
yesterday the Board of Aldermen passed 
the appropriation of $600,000 to buy a site. 

The terms of the new proposal are that 
the city can obtain reductions in the con- 
tract from March 15 to Dec. 31 by aban- 
doning the lighting plant idea and also by 


| paying the back bills which are now in 


litigation. A rate of $120 a year for each 
arc lamp of 2,000-candle power, when fed 
by underground wires, is made, as against 
the old rate of $146. For overhead-wire 
fed lamps the proposed rate is $115, 
against $146. Last year a rate of $130 
was made on condition that the old bills 
be paid.

Mevements in the outside market yes- 
terday can Hardly be said to have reflect-

Fifty Charity Patients Doing Well 
Under Spray Treatment. 


TO GIVE IT TO THE WORLD 


Just as Soon as Success of Experi- 
ments Is Demonstrated Beyond 
Doubt,.Dr. Leiser Says. 


For three months Dr. Oscar M, Leiser 
t 243 West Forty-fourth Street has been 
conducting experiments with a new spray 
mixture for the cure of tuberculosis in 
the first and second stages. The experi- 
ments have been successful as far a they 
have gone, Dr, Leiser says, and the 
definite result will be known within two 
or three months. 

The experiments have been made with 
about fifty charity patients selected from 
certain localities and with some of Dr. 
Leiser’s private patients. Dr. Leiser 
says his idea of tuber¢ulosis and its treat- 
ment is not new. The latent bacilli in 
any person's lungs, he says, will become 
active and cause consumption when they 
find the constitution in a weakened con- 
dition, Therefore, he says, the cure is to 
inhale some mixture that will kill them 
and allow the constitution to Luild 
up naturally. This is aided by the usual 
dieting with milk and eggs and by the 
inhalation of as much pure air as possi- 
ble. 

Neither is the idea*gfbis mixture new, 
Dr. Leiser says. It isan evolution due 
tu the work of many physicians. He does 
not say that it will be successful, but 
says that its work so far has been very 
encouraging. If it does what is hoped 
for it, then the formula, Dr, Leiser says, 
will be given out to the medical profession 
that all may be benefitted by it. The 
ingredients of the inhalationg and the 
spraying device are inexpensive, 

Dr. Leiser, backed by a number of 


.|prominent men, became interested in the 


new treatment three or four months ago. 
Twenty-five patients from the lower east 
side and about the same number from the 
middle west side, all surrounded by the 
most unsanitary conditions, were selected 
to experiment upon. The treatment is not 
and the 
milk and eggs are being furnished to 
many of them free of charge. 

The first effect of the inhalation, Dr. 
Leiser says, is the decrease in the fre- 
quency of weakening night sweats. This 
is followed by better appetite and the put- 
ting on of flesh. 

When several hundred cures by the new 
treatment can be cited, then, and then 
only, will it be announced as a success, 
Dr. Leiser says. He hopes to Waive the 
mixture tried this year in some big tuber- 
culosis hospital, where its results can be 
compared exactly with the results of 
other treatments.

| CHADWICK DEFENSE SCORES. 1 


Fact Established That That Woman Had 


Money in Oberlin Bank, 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 7.—Nine 
witnesses were examined in the Chad- 
wick trial to-day, and the defense. estab- 
lished the fact that the claim of the 
Government that Mrs. Chadwick had no 
money in the Oberlin bank at the time 
of drawing checks, which were certified 
by Spear and Beckwith, was incorrect in 
two instances, at least. 

It was shown by the general journal 
of the bank that on Nov. 3, 1903, when 


Mrs. Chadwick received a certified check 
for $10,000, an entry crediting her with 
that amount was made on the journal of 
the bank and a deposit slip for $10,000 
was made out in her name. The entry 
and slip were in the handwriting of 
Cashier Spear. Another entry of similar 
nature, amounting to $5,000, was also 
found. These facts were conan out on 
cross-examination of H. H. Avery, as- 
sistant cashier of the Oberlin bank. 
Avery at first testified that Mrs. Chad- 
wick at no time had either money in or 
credit at the bank. 
It was the object of Judge Wing, who 
conducted the cross-examination, to dis- 
credit the statement previously made by 
the witness that there had not appeared 
on the books of the Oberlin bank during

FRANK M. BAKER INJURED. 


State Ralircad Con Cominiéslener Lost 
Toes Crushed by Car. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PORT JERVIS, N. Y., March 7.—State 
Railroad Commissioner Frank M. Baker 
had his foot so seriously injured under a 
car wheel at the Erie station in this vil-| 
lage last evening that all the toes had | 
to be amputated. Mr. Baker was on his 
way from his home, in Owego, to New 
York City, and stopped off at a restau- 
ant near the station to get his luncheon. 
Before he finished the meal his train 
began to move, and Mr. Baker. ran to 
catch it. 

In the meantime a west-bound train 
had pulled alongside the station, and the 
Railroad Commissioner was obliged to 


run along the platform to the rear end of 
that train, and then across the track to 
the train he wished to catch, which was 
by this thme moving rapidly. He grasped 
the railing of the last car, but slipped 
and lest his hold. 

Hie was thrown against the side of the 
ear and fell, his left foot going under 
the wheels and being crushed. Injured 
as he was, Mr. Baker persisted-in help- 
ing himself as much as possible, and 
limped across the platform to a carriage. 
He was taken to the Port Jervis Hospital. 

While doctors were being summoned 
Mr. Baker smoked two cigars and chat- 
ted cheerily. Examination ‘showed a 
scalp wound and bruises on the legs. All 
five toes of the foot were so badly 
erushed that the surgeons amputated 
them at once, His condition this evening 
is favorable. George H. Baker, son of 
the injured man, and Col. George Ww. 
Dunn, State Railroad Commissioner, to- 
day called on him at the hospital. 

The frie officials sent a special car 
here this morning to move Mr, Baker to 
New York, but he peaserred to remain 
here.

From 
the beginning of the McClellan adminis- 
tration there have been plenty of influ- 
ences in Tammany Hall working to get rid 
of McAdoo. 

During the last two months, it fs de- 
olared, Commissioner Woodbury has made 
it bis business to get in touch with these 
Tammany political influences and to add 
to them the weight of certain purely so- 
cial influences which he possesses. These 
are the influences, in fact, which caused 
Mayor McClellan to retain Woodbury as 
Street Cleaning Commissioner as a hold- 
over from the preceding Low administra- 
tion. 

Within the last few days Commissioner 
Woodbury, who used to be a bitter anti- 
‘Tammany man, and who declared at Po- 
‘lice Headquarters on the night that Mc-
